outlined to the new* State Commission 
of Agriculture his policies for the ad ­ 
vancement of agriculture in Pennsyl­ 
vania and called upon the seven com­ 
missioners to make 
"an agricultural 
survey” of the State so that they can 
take advantage of the opportunities to 
increase the food supply. 
He suggested that before any reor­ 
ganization of the Department of A gri­ 
culture is undertaken the commission- 
ers should familiarize themselves with 
the details of its work and the 
rea­ 
sons for the bureaus which have taen 
created from time to time; th a t 
th# 
relation of State Colleg* to 
the de­ 
velopment of agriculture and its 
al­ 
lied branches of Pennsylvania 
should 
ta 
thoroughly 
studied, 
and 
plans 
worked out for discussion at frequent 
conferences, which, the Governor said, 
he would attend. 
The commission elected H. V. White, 
of Bloomsburg, as chairman, but th# 
Governor said that he was not 
ready 
to announce immediately the Secretary 
of Agriculture, who is to be the 
ex­ 
ecutive officer of the commission. 
He 
has several men in view, he said, but 
considered the study of the 
agricul­ 
tural situation more 
important than 
appointment*. 
"I intend to sit with the commission 
arid to tell them what I have learned 
in travels about the state and to tell 
them my ideas on 
working out 
the 
plans just as I have been doing 
with 
the Highway Department. 
I consider 
that there is a great field for this com­ 
mission, but it must 
work 
out 
th# 
problems arid then get 
together and 
discuss 
concrete 
proposition* 
for 
building up agriculture/* 
The Governor gave no intimation as 
to whom he would name for secretary 
or when ho would announce his selec­ 
tion.
